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Grayling Lotto Terminal Still Months Away

Although Grayling looks to be in line for receiving a Lotto 
terminal, installation of the lottery machine probably won’t 
be for four to five months. 

‘“We’re recommending Grayling be moved up next in line 
for evaluations for the Lotto terminal,” said Richard North- 
cut, lottery regional manager at the Grayling office. 

“We’re evaluating three other areas right now and would 
like to get to Grayling in the next couple of months,” North- 
cut said. 

Currently in his 24-county region from Iosco to Mason 
counties in the south to the Mackinac Bridge in the north, 15 
counties do not have Lotto terminals including Crawford 
County. 

There are only ten terminals in the 24-county area in-

Froposail A Deals With 
Administrative Rules 


Commonly referred to as the state’s most obscure ballot 
proposal this fall, Proposal A still is in the middle of some 
arguments, 

The proposal, if adopted, would make constitutional the 
current practice of using a joint legislative committee to ap- 
prove or disapprove administrative rules. 

In some other states, the legislature writes general laws 
and the administrative agencies, such as the Department of 
Natural Resources or the Department of Corrections, is 
asked to draft specific rules to enforce the law. This can 
allow the people enforcing the laws a say in the matter and 
let the legislature pass laws without fighting over every 
detail. 

In Michigan, the legislature retains a big role in the 
making of rules for state laws through the joint committee 
which must approve or disapprove every new rule issued by 
a state agency. 

Backers of the proposal says this ensures the elected of- 
ficials who made the laws have the final say on how the law is 
applied. 

For example, the Michigan 10-man Joint Committee on 
Administrative Rules recently completed an 18-month study 
of 1,900 rules in the departments of Commerce, Labor, 
Natural Resources and Public Health and changed or drop- 
ped 1,600 of the rules. 

Critics of the proposal say it gives five state senators and 
five representatives the power to change the intent of both

During evaluations, lottery agents spend time at 
businesses who have applied for the terminal. Northeut said 
one of the most important things the state looks at is the 
capability for selling tickets at the locations. He said the 
state wants good sales and the agent needs to sell enough so 
they are making money. 

The terminal is installed at no cost to the business and 


state Proposal C Means Coa 


Ruin the state’s comeback or slay the bureaucratic 
dragon - take your pick on Proposal C. 

If it passes, Proposal C will without question affect the 
finances of state and local government and their ability to set 
taxes or fees. 

If approved on Nov. 6th, Proposal C will require elections 
to be held within 90 days wherever taxes have been increased 
since Dec. 31, 1981, by state and local government. If the elec- 
tions aren’t held or the voters reject the increase, then taxes 
revert to 1981 levels. Any fees increased since 1981 must also 
be put before voters or approved by a 4/5 of the appropriate 
legislative body. 

If C passes, in the future all tax increases will be voted on 
by the public and all fees will be either voted on by the public 
or must be approved by 4/5 of the appropriate legislative 
body. 


On the state level, these taxes would be affected: 

x INCOME TAX — The state income tax is currently 
5.3) percent. Proposal C would roll it back to 4.6 percent 
unless voters approved the hike. The income tax is scheduled 
to fall back to the 4.6 percent level in 1987. 

* CIGARETTE TAX —~ A 10-cent-per-pack tax hike 
passed in 1982 would be knocked off unless voters approved 
the increase. 

* GASOLINE TAX — A 4cent-per-galion increase 
passed in 1982 would be knocked off unless voters approved 
the hike. 

x SALES TAX ON NEW CARS — Proposal C could mean 
a return to system in which the price of a trade-in was 
deducted from the cost of a new car when sales tax is deter- 
mined. 

* MOTOR VEHICLE REGISTRATION -- Proposal C 
could mean a return to the old system of a weight tax instead 
of a .5 percent value tax on the vehicle’s base price. 

The state Department of Management and Budget says 
the state will lose about $77 million in revenues if the cigaret- 
te tax is taken away, $97 million on the gasoline tax, $89 


the business receives six percent commission on every ticket 
he sells. There are no more bonuses to stores for selling win- 
ning tickets. 

Northcut said the state is still taking applicants for 
agents in the Grayling area. 

Once the evaluations are completed, the process for ap- 
proving the terminal still takes two to three months as it 
moves through the lottery chain of command. 

“Tt’s a fair system,” Northcut said. 

The lottery terminal can handle the Lotto game plus the 
card game and the three and four digit daily games. The in- 
stant ticket games do not require a terminal. 

The Lotto game, featuring a guaranteed jackpot of $1 
million can also be played by mail. Several Grayling 
businesses are offering the subscription brochures.

Opponents of C claim passage will mean 20,000 lost jobs 
for state police, K to 12 teachers, and others throughout the 
state and $2.3 billion lost in state revenues. 

Backers of the proposal claim the state will have a sur- 
plus of $950 million after this year to cushion any revenue 
loss. They also say any necessary taxes or fees can be ap- 
proved by the voters or 4/5 of the legislative body. This is the 
control over tax dollars they say is a constitutional right. 

Opponents say the public really doesn’t want to vote on 
building permit fees, and the number of tax increase elec- 
tions would overwhelm the voter. 


Nov. 6th = Opportunity Day 


On Nov. 6th, Michigan voters will have the oppor- 
tunity to make decisions on three statewide ballot propo- 
sals. The three proposed constitutional amendments 
deal with administrative and taxation issues. 

Voters are making these choices because 
Michigan’s constitution provides citizens with direct 
voice, through popular vote, in amending the state’s 
constitution. Issues can be placed on the ballot by the 
legislature (such as Proposals A and B) with two-thirds 
approval of each house and by citizen petition (such as 
Proposal C). In 1984, 304,001 valid signatures were 
required to place the proposal on the ballot. 

The information on fhe proposals appearing in 
today’s Avalanche was taken from a Michigan State 
University Cooperative Extension Service election fact 
sheet, and articles in the Bay City Times, Detroit News, 
and Detroit Free Press. Next week, the Avalanche will 
look at local candidates, county and township proposals, 
aud how Proposal C could affect Crawford County. 


Proposal 8B Calis for Protection

Proposal B, on the surface, appears to be the easiest 
state proposal for voters to understand. 

It calls for creating a new land trust fund to purchase and 
preserve public lands using royalties from mining and oil and 
gas drilling on state lands. 

The new fund would be similar to the Kammer Recrea- 
tion Land Trust Fund; however, the new trust fund would 
have an off-limits sign to legislators in need of a quick money 
fix. 

Since passage in 1976, the Kammer fund was raided at 
least four times. Twice the legislature borrowed money - a 
total of $72 million - to balance the state budget. About $20 
million from the fund was transferred to the Michigan 
Economic Development Authority and Kammer funds were 
also used to deal with the double-bottomed tankers problem. 


None of the money has been paid back to the fund. 

The Kammer fund has been used to purchase approxi- 
mately 35,000 acres at a cost of about $30 million. Among the 
& acquisitions was land along the AuSable and Manistee 


rivers, 


The principal features of Proposal B include: 


* The interest and earnings from the fund can be spent 
for acquisition of land for recreation or for protection of land 
but not for other state budgetary needs, 

» At least 25 percent of the trust fund spent in any year 


must go toward buying land. 


Red Cross Offers

This will be my last chance 
to convince those who bother 
to read this series of articles 
that the people of Crawford 
County cannot afford to be 
without the vital humani- 
tarian services that Red 
Cross - and only Red Cross - 
renders and that these ser- 
vices can be continued only 
if sufficient funds are con- 
tributed to cover the cost of 
rendering those services! 

The physical work is done 
by unpaid Volunteers but it 
also takes money - $7838.79 
last year - and it looks like 
$8300 this fiscal year - that is 
about 85 cents per person in 
Crawford County. Not a very 
large amount. Less than the 
cost of @ naiuburger at Mc- 
Donalds, or a can of beer, or 
apack of cigarettes. 

But, unfortunately, raising 


money for a service 
organization like American 
Ked Cross is not that simple. 

In fiscal 1984 the national 
organization of American 
Red Cross, and all the ap- 
proximately 3000 local Chap- 
ters of Red Cross will have 
spent $50,000,000 rendering 
Disaster Relief to the vic- 
tims of disaster throughout 
the United States. Floods, 
tornados, hurricanes, exp)o- 
sions - everything you can 
imagine - happens some 
place, some where - and it is 
American Red Cross that is 
first there with food, 
housing, clothing, medical 
care - whatever is needed. 
The people and the equip- 
ment is drawn from all over 
to concentrate in ‘Texas, 
Louisiana, Florida, 
Oklahoma, Tennessee. The 
money must come from

Opponents of the proposal say this constitutional amend- 
ment limits the flexibility of the legislature to act during 
financial crisis. Others claim the $200 million cap is too high 
and this will create a huge fund that legisiaiors will no doubt 
find ways to use.

WHAT DID I think of the recent debate 
between Vice President George Bush and 
his Democratic challeriger, Geraldine 
Ferraro? Glad you asked. 

It was entertaining and tended to reinfor- 
ce the preconceived biases of every listener 
who heard/saw it. 

In a way, George Bush won the encounter, 
because he didn’t lose it. For the incumbent 
to face a challenger, head-to-head, carries 
only peril for the incumbent. When the 
challenger is also a relatively unknown 
quantity — and a woman to boot — the 
chances of pitfall are at least quadrupled for 
a sitting male vice president. 

Mr. Bush escaped the mine fields. In fact, 
in my own biased viewpoint, he came out 
pretty well. He was certainly vice- 
presidential, if not even a bit presidential. 

BY THE SAME token, Ms. Ferraro also 
came out well. She didn’t goof up either, and 
because she didn’t, she can be considered to 
have won, too. 

The debate was the first real opportunity 
for most of us to size up Ms. Ferraro. All we 
have seen or heard of her, for the most part, 
is the 30-second squibs we get on the evening 
television news, or the filtered version of 
what she said or did as reported in the 
nation’s printed media. 

But on the debate we got a chance to see 
her up close for her share of the 90-minute 
format. As the lesser-known challenger, she 
had much to gain and could lose only 
through an unpardonable gaffe. She certain- 
ly didn’t lose ground. 

i READ in the papers that she was some- 
what subdued for her, seeking to protect a 
softer, rational demeanor. Even so, to me 
(in my already admitted bias) she seemed 
to come up rough and ready, somewhat 
narrow in experience and shallow in 
philosophy. 

Ms. Ferraro presented her expected view- 
points and theories in a plausible manner, 
just as Mr. Bush said pretty much what we 
expected of him. The only difference from 
what was already known about either one of 
them was the opportunity to judge such 
things as eye contact, tone of voice, fluidity 
of phrase, and other such peripheral mat- 
ters. 

“So, all in all, the veep ‘“‘debates’’ were a 


The cost of workers’ compensation in- 
suranc? to business has been cut by 43 per- 
cent since the system was reformed three 
years ago, insurance commissioner Nancy 
Baerwaldt reported recently. 

The reforms, which require more compe- 
tition in the insurance market, will probably 
mean costs will come down even more as 
long as companies aggressively shop for the 
lowest rates, Baerwaldt said. 

She made her comments in releasing the 
first report on the State of Competition in 
the insurance industry, which determined 
reasonable competition did exist in 1983 — 
the first full year of open competition - as is 
required by law. 

About 40 percent of the state’s business 
payroll is covered by insurance, with the 
rest of the businesses covered by self- 
insurance or group self-insurance plans. 

Although final figures will not be avail- 
able until after March when insurance com- 


® panies file annual reports, Baerwaldt 


estimated businesses will pay $493 million in 
premiums in 1984, compared to $859 million 
in 1981. 

Meanwhile, the report found insurers 
were paying higher percentages of their 
premiums in benefits: to 79 percent in 1983 
compared to 55 percent in 1982. 

Baerwaldt said most insurers could 
operate at a profit even if loss ratios were as 
much as 80-90 percent. 

“The reforms which the Legislature 
passed have worked better than they must 
have imagined,” she declared. 

She added the amount which costs can 
continue to cut in large part “depends on the 
consumer. If they don’t shop around, they 
probably won’t fall much more. But if they 
aggressively shop, we will see rates fall.” 

The report found that there are wide 
variations in the rates charged by insurers 
and that some businesses could reduce costs 
by as much as 40 percent by changing in- 
surers.

BUT AFTER that is said, the big question 
remains: So what? 

The presidential and vice presidential 
debates, in my opinions, are an extreme 
exercise in political theatrics and nothing 
more, 

The purpose (from the standpoint of the 
principals) is not to inform, but to project 
image. And what does image really mean in 
the basic question of qualification to 
govern, to lead the nation? Not much. 

Even more remote is the connection bet- 
ween reality and the vice presidential 
“debates.” The purpose is the same -— to 
project image — and any help for the voters 
to judge qualifications of the candidates to 
succeed to the presidency in case of national 
emergency is even more remote. 

Yes, they can be entertaining. Yes, they 
can make good news copy and fodder for 
political columnists. Yes, they can even in- 
fluence polls — which should be the subject 
of another essay at some future time. 

But their real importance is blown way 
out of perspective. We could de without the 
“debates” and nothing substantial would be 
lost from the system.

‘‘An estimated 100 million Americans saw 
the debate.

How 
many could have seen the legendary stump 
speakers of yesteryear as they trudged from 
one meeting to another, talking to those 
within the range of the human voice? 

‘‘How many people in the world have the 
right to choose their own leaders? Not very 
many, For how long has democracy 
flourished on the planet?

And how important is it? Very important.” 

Obviously, Mr. Wattenberg thinks the 


debates are important. Who won? In his 


view, ‘“‘the biggest winner...was neither 
Walter Mondale nor Ronald Reagan —- but 
America.”

Additional Federal Money Released 
For Highway Expenditures 

Governor James Blanchard has announ- 
ced the Federal Highway Administration 
has authorized the expenditure of an ad- 
ditional $9.3 million on state highway con- 
struction and improvements this year. 

The funds released to Michigan will be 
spent primarily for I-94 reconstruction in 
the Kalamazoo area and reconstruction of 
the interchange of I-94 and M-39 (Southfield) 
freeway in Allen Park. 

The governor said the additional funding 
raises to $26.6 million the added “‘obliga- 
tionals authority” given to Michigan by the 
federal agency since August 1. 

The funds were originally allocated to 
other states that were unable to obligate 
their share of federal funds for highway 
work prior to the end of the fiscal year 1983- 
84. 

~The money will contribute to a second 
straight year of contract awards totaling 
$400 million for improvements to state high- 
ways, major county roads and urban 
thoroughfares.

Three State Proposais 
On November Ballot

There are three proposals 
appearing on this Novem- 
ber’s ballot. Before going to 
the polls, you may want to 
review each question. 

Proposal A would amend 
the Michigan Constitution to 
allow the legislature or a 
joint legislative committee 
to approve or disapprove 
rues made by an ad- 
ministrative agency. 
Although new rules are now 
currently approved by the 
committee, inserting 
language into the Constitu- 
tion would ensure that the bi- 
partisan, bi-cameral group 
will maintain its authority. 
Proponents suggest state 
agencies have become too 
powerful. It is argued the 
power to write laws belongs 
to the Legislature and not to 
state bureaucrats. Propo- 
nents suggest this constitu- 
tional amendment is 
required to assure rules are 
written to conform with the 
intentions of the Legislature. 
Those opposing Proposal A 


argue the need to maintain | 


the status quo whereby the 
legislative branch of state 
government can stop rules 
when it finds them inconsis- 
tent with legislative intent. 
Generally, students of state 
government see this issue as 
one which would weaken the 
executive branch = and 
Strengthen the legislative 
branch of state government. 

Proposal B would provide 
Constitutional protection for 
the Michigan Natural 
Resources Trust Fund, 
which was created to 
acquire and maintain 
recreational and environ- 
mentally-special acreage. In 
addition to the protection af- 
forded by a Constitutional 
amendment, a $200 million 
cap will be placed on the 
fund with any remaining 
dollars going to the General 
Fund. However, the Legis- 
lature would retain the 
authority to raise that 
ceiling with a_ three-fifths 
vote. Proponents argue the 
need to protect the fund from 
future ‘‘raids’’ and assure 
intended use of this fund. 
Support has been expressed 
by outdoor sport groups and 
organizations advocating 
open space and _ environ- 
mental protection standar- 
ds, Opponents to this propo- 
sal question the wisdom of 
constitutionally mandating 
such safeguards. It is argued 
such restraints should be 
written in state law and not 
the constitution. Others 
suggest the Legislature 
should have the flexibility 
and authority to use such 
funds during economic diffi- 
culties rather than raising 
taxes to fund essential state 
services, 

The most controversial of 
the ballot issues, Proposal C, 
would require all tax in- 
creases in the future and

those enacted since Decem- 
ber 1981 to be placed before 
the voters for approval.

Her knowledge of Spanish comes from living 
with a Mexican family. 

Miss Barsamian is a very interesting person. She says 
she lived in Mexico for a while with a Mexican family. This is 
where she picked up most of her Spanish education.

Another group of opponents contend the proposal will 
further violate the separation of powers principal. The Mich- 
igan constitution specifies that the powers of government are 
divided into three branches: legislative, executive, and 
judicial. No person exercising powers of one branch shall 
exercise powers properly belonging to another branch except 
as expressly provided in this constitution. The Michigan con- 
stitution currently allows limited legislative role in the rules 
process by allowing the existence of an interim joint commit- 


tee of the legislature. 


If this interim committee suspends administrative agen- 
cy rules the suspensions last no longer than the end of the 
next legislative session. Proposal A would amend the con- 
stitution to allow for the uninterrupted authority of a legis- 


lative committee.

If all the 3000 Chapters of 
Red Cross do not do their 
share then National would 
not have the millions and 
millions of dollars needed to 
do the huge Disaster Relief 
operations required.

possible. 

Hopefully, there will never 
be another Disaster in Craw- 
ford County like the tornado 
at Frederic, but if it does 
happen, we think everybody 
would want National Red 
Cross to be financially able 
to do their job! 

I hope that some way, 
some how, I have convinced 
some of you that Crawford 
County does need the vital 
humanitarian services of 
Red Cross; and that if those 
services are to be continued, 
WIE, the people of Crawford 
County, must contribute 
enough money to pay for 
those services.
